At the very best,- only 11 pei 
cent, of its output has been at tht 
disposal of Canadian, purchasers, and 
the company has repeatedly diverted 
oven this small supply to the highei 
markets. Eventually the management 
of the company organized its employ 
ees to. Offer resistance to the govern¬ 
ment representatives, and shipped Its 
reserve of newsprint to the Uni tec. 
itstes by stealth, and in addition in¬ 
troduced a merry touch of sabotage 
;y tearing up the spud to their fae- 
-ory, which, by the same token, is 
government property. The sheriff 
aas. now taken possession. 

If the law means anything, and the 
press despatch is true, he will retain' 
possession. The rights of a corpora¬ 
tion are the rights of a private citi¬ 
zen, and there would be just-one place 
for the citizen who run amuck in this 
fashion. If the management who are 
responsible do not go to jail, there is 
every reason to suggest discrimina¬ 
tion. But in addition, this company 
is engaged in exploiting a natural re¬ 
source, that of the woodpulp, and they’ 
are operating under government leas¬ 
es and under government licences. It 
would be very insufficient if the pri¬ 
vileges of this corporation are not re¬ 
voked summarily; the ordi a ary citizen 
when convicted of an offense is not 
privileged to continue in business dur¬ 
ing his term of punishment. 

The subsequent action will be ‘fol¬ 
lowed with interest, as defiance of this 


Gleanings from the latest reports 
point to a speedy ratification of the 
Peace Treaty and League of Nations 
Covenant by the United States' Sen¬ 
ate.

The point to.be remembered is that 
discontent with prevailing economic 
Og -M3U }0U SI spoipoui pun SUIOJSAS 
long as you and I caa remember and 
so far back as we go in history, there 
was discontent. BlesS you, it was dis¬ 
content which saved us. Had it not 
been for discontent we would today be 
the veriest serfs. Instead of domestic 
help being in" a position to lay down 
terms and to demand $30 to $4Q per 
months, and meals we would - all be 
congregated with the hounds irt the 
lower.end of a baroniai hall while-our 
masters got drunk with each other at 
the big upper table'and threw us the 
bohes to fight over. It was discontented 
dement \Chich gained for us the meas- 
' re of economic equality we now en¬ 
joy. Contentment may have been the 
happier state and it assuredly would 
grjin fewer stripes and kicks from our 
masters, but where would it have 
found us today? When you are try¬ 
ing to appraise this new element it 
will bo an aid to dependable results if 
yeu bear this in mind. Discontent oc¬ 
cupies a very important place in our 
economic uplift. We all agree that 
we do not like what is known as the 
ili; contented person, but he is not ex¬ 
actly whom we are now talking about. 
When discontent becomes his'out¬ 
standing characteristic he becomes a 
nuisance apd his usefulness is over as 
surely as though, instead, he were 
quite contented with a wrongful con¬ 
dition of affairs. The preservation of 
a nice balance in these as ifi other 


out what was the matter. May we 
safely ignore it again or has the time 
come when it were better to heed it? 

For my own part, I think the sooner 
we show a practical interest in this 
problem the better will it be. This 
new element is revolutionary, and at a 
time when the employment of strong 
arm methods is more or less in vogue, 
there is no telling what measures 
niay adopted. . Furthermore, is un* 
fortunately is the case that many of 
the proposals being made by this ele¬ 
ment would bring about a situation in¬ 
finitely worse than that which now ex¬ 
ists. Of present conditions we can at 
least, say that they are a peaceful de¬ 
velopment and a growth—imperfect 
as it is—in which life and ownership 
are theoretically gacred. Unfortun¬ 
ately, this is not entirely the case with 
the new proposals'. The new element 
.is dissatisfied with results and, with¬ 
out knowing how to set matters right, 
u apt to go at it blindly and lalid u? 
all in uttpr confusion. For this it is 
no more to be-blamed than are we who 
were satisfied to let matters take their 
course. It may be, however, that the. 
time has come when we may have to 
make concessions which we should not 
have to make and which will be to the 
disadvantage of both the old and the 
new element. That is the unfortunate 
phase of the development. Better far 
would it be to’have made a little more 
effort to ascertain what was wrong 
with the situation and to have put 
forth an effort to set it right. 

As things are, it would seem that, 
in looking for the lines of least resist¬ 
ance, it would be advisable for the two 
.elements to get together on points up- 
th which both agree-*-within reason. 
*t us- find one single point and try to 
harmonise this with nature’s pjan. I 
am reminded of'this suggestion by the 
fact that many proposals have lately 
been made by the new element , to¬ 
wards nationalisation. Nationaliza¬ 
tion of railways,’ coal mines alfd all 
sbrts of things appears to be one of 
their hobbies. No doubt the end in 
JfieW is the nationalisation of indus¬ 
tries of all kinds and eventually of all 
things. There will then be no owner- 
drip and no individualism.’ It looks 
*?ood to those who believe in it, but it 
will not be as it lpoks. • There is no 
use arguing on that point, however. 
What Ve want to do is to analyze to 
what extent ownership should be na¬ 
tional in order that it may be indivi¬ 
dual—to employ a paradox. 

The problem Is really simple, only, 
we will not apply the conclusions of 
eason to our system. Perhaps this is 
because systems ale so hard to 
hange. Let hs see what things are

■tually amiss, an ignorance which is 
liberally shared-dry the older element 
or there-would probably have be n ricT 
cause for the discontent. It is much as 
though one were in fading health, 
knowing only that his condition wa:

We are therefore faced . with this 
fact, that there are economic wrongs 
and that the discontent which was 
formerly felt over this .situation—but 
which was expressed ’Tor the most 
part in speech-making, political cam-' 
paigns and editorial columns—bus, in 
the general disruption caused by the 
’war, taken on a revolutionary form. 
What are we to say to it—we who are 
more or less of the older element and 
who have been able to some extent to 
lake advantage of it ? What are we 
to reply to the protests of this new 
element? Are we to deny the exist¬ 
ence of wrongs in our eepnomie sys¬ 
tem and declare— as though that set¬ 
tled the matter—that the complaint is 
only the voice of Bolshevism and the 
I’eds, or are we to make an intelli¬ 
gent effort to meet the situation ?

If 
die word “ov. nershTp^Ts to be used’as 
expressing the state or relationship 
existing between man and that which 
he has pffo luced—of has obtained by 
exchange for that which he has pro¬ 
duced— it cannot extend to embrace 
that ivliich he has not produced. Then, 
ciearly, marl cannot “own” that which 
is the product by Nature. There is no 
escape from this, and the sooner we 
ceaf-e'tn ttrrn-away from the truth the 
lot# will we have to fear from discon¬ 
tent and the new element.
